Zn abl the daily papers I have seen dur 
ing the jast two weeks I read of doleful 
qlee of suffering from eold in the caet, and 


of blisards raging in the western State, 
«ith temperatures of 30 tos below zero. 
Here, on Coronado Beach, with the surf 
of the brosd Paeific breaking at my fects 
gnd with flowers everywhere in dioom. I 
patarally wonder what kind of weather you 
are having ip my northern Alberta home- 
Ad thie very writing, when the mercury ig 
st the zro point in the eastand middle 
west, J8ce people fold and yorng alike,) 
bathing im the surf, preferring to battle 
with the reetloss waves than te go into the 
warm plange in the bath house close by- 
For balmy ocean breeves, equable tempera- 
ture and a cloudless sky, San Diego takes 
fret rank among the favored spots om carth. 
‘Years ago Prof. Agassiz predicted that peo" 
pie from every clime would come to live in 
the genial and healthful atmosphere of San 
Diego. Chaplain McCabe, bishop of the 
Methodist church, once said: ‘Southern 
California is an earthly paradise. and San 
Diego is its capital” Here, at the extreme 
uth-west, with the Merzican bills plainly 
in the distance, and Point Loma in the 
direction of the setting sun,ie one of the 
best barbers on the Pacific coast. One 
matcrally. wondere why ‘Los Angeles, only 
225 milea farther north. end practicaly 
without a harbor, cold grcwfrom a city

falien in eight months. Ne wonder they 
bave no mosquitoes! Very little rain satis- 
fies them here. If they get five or six 
uchea they are sure off good crepe and*this 
too will fill the reservoira for another 
s2ar0n, but should no-rain come this scason 
it will be a serieus matter to the farmer 
aad orohardist. Here the rivers to all ap- 
pearances are upside down. They Jook 
like # strip of randy desert, but deep down 
im the bed of the river is the water which is 
pumped into a reservoir from which it is 
piped for irrigation purposes, I have talked 
t® many orchardiste and farmers, some 
from Iowa, sere from Missouri and Kansas, 
others again from Minnesota, Dakota and 
So on,and F find that most of them have 
come more for the benetit ci their health 
than to improve their financia! condition. 
Ido not believe they are as happy and 
contented az the farmer of our country. 
The farmers of Agricole, Fort Saskatche- 
wan, Sturgeon etc., are pot only in the 
lead physically and intellectually bat in 
many casesin material wealth. The people 
of our great Northwest not only realize that 
they havea great present but exult in the 
great fotoure in store for them. There are 
mazy people in San Diego to-day who 
believe that the conntry’s commerce will 
gredualiy be transferred from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. With the prospects ‘of the 
Panama canal and the opening to commerce 
of the vast wealth of the Orient the Pacific 
Ovest will be revolutionized. The manfon 
the Pacific to-day is facipg the front of the 
world, ard in the ‘tide of commerce not 
eurcely yet begun the Camadiam Northweat 
and B. C. will play a large part on account 
of the greater nearness of our ports to the 


eleven thousand e few years ago, to nearly j Orient. 


one bundred and fifty thousand to-day, 
while San Diego made little headway daur- 
ing the same period. There may be many 
reasons for this, but the principal ome is 
that like Edmenton it ie at the extreme 
pd of a railway syetem—the Sante Fea 
Unlike Edmonton, however, ite citizen 
have lacked enterprise, and a city that can 
boast of ibe best climate on earth has beeD 
allowed to languish, making little progrese 
as eompared with Los Angeles and othe 
rections’ of sonthern California. Bette 
prospects are now in sight as it is almos 
eertsin that the Rock Island (transconti 
mental) will come to fan Diego. The city 
bas now 8 popolation of about twenty fiv® 
thoussnd,. many. fine buildiags,« elegan; 
bomes. miles of cement sidewalks. paved 
streete and un electric street car system, 
And yet apart from the teurist and traveler 
(thie 1s « tooriet’s Meoca,) I am deuotful if 
there is as much businese done -bere a® 
there is im Edmonton, witb lese than a 
third ite population. Not half the people 
you meet ca the streets ave residents, buy 
fugitives from frost and snow, attracted 
berc by the climatic and scenic charme of 
this place. Here, on Coroseae : 
the Hote! del Coronado, almost a city in 
itself, covering nearly five of the twenty 
acres of ite ground, the largest eeasids 
resort in the world, inereiealso a ‘tent 
city” here in summer Where 5,000 people 
enjoy *he ocesn breezes during the hot 
months. To the west ie Point Loma, well 
described by Dana, in bis ‘‘Two years be 
fore the mast.” It is on this point that 
Mrs. Tingley has her Homsetead with its 
thourendes of acres, set out to all kinds of 
fruite, ete. Millions of dollare she has ex- 
penced here in ber wonderful induztria 
choo! snd temple, her vineyards, silk, cot- 
ton and the like.- Here ie her colony of fo’. 
lowers and believere in that Jabyrinth of 
moysticiem— Theosophy. fhe is fortunate 
in having several millionaires among her 
Ipliowers.
